A British fire 
control officer blamed overheated 
stoves, \vhile a German civilian 
familiar with the structure, said a 
short circuit caused the fire. The

Exits iiopelessUy Jammed 


Eyewitnesses told of a macabre 


scene with milling; crowds trying 
to force their way out of the flam- 
ing ballroom and hopelessly jam- 
ming the exits, of others who need- 
lessly sacrificed" their lives by re- 
turning to look for their coats. 


"It was the most terrible thing 


I've ever sene," said 
Reginald 


Preston, a -British soldier who was 
near the main exit when the blaze 
broke out. 


"Several women who fell were 


trampled to death. Others who 
were naked because their clothes 
were torn off in the scramble".

Supreme Court Upholds 


"Clean Politics" Act 


Washington, Feb. 10—(AP) 


The Supreme court upheld today 
that section of .the Hatch "clean 
politics" act forbidding federal 
employes from taking active part 
in political campaigns. 


The section fixing the penalty at 


dismissal from government service, 
exempts only the president and his 
official family, heads and assistant 
heads of executive 
departments, 


and policy-making officials. 


The CIO United Public Workers 


of America challenged the section 
on the ground it-violated constitu- 
tional rights of freedom of speech, 
jress and assembly, and sought a 
high court ruling. 


Although the high court upheld 


:he section, the justices so split 
that there was not a clear division- 


Justice 
Reed 
delivered 
the 


court's opinion. Justice Rutiedge 
dissented in part. Justice Black 
wrote a dissent, and Justice Dousr- 
as also wrote a dissent in which 
he disagreed in part with the ma- 
ority's conclusions. Justice Frank- 
'urter wrote a concurring opinion 
agreeing with the majority. Jus- 
ices Murphy and Jackson took no 
part.

A judge has thrown out the case

Five years ago the CIO union 


workers in a pottery company at 
Mt. 
Clemens, , Mich., went into 


Federal court and sued for over- 
time.

(They sued in Federal court be- 


cause the federal wage-hour law 
says workers must get paid-over- 
time for all time worked over a 
certain number of hours a week). 


They said the company h*d told 


them on the side to get to work 
ahead of the .regular starting time. 
So. they said, they had overtime 
coming. 


Company Appealed Case 


Judge Frank A. Picard figured 


the men had overtime due because, 
he decided, they actually had 
started production ahead of the 
regular time. 


(But he did not figure they had 


overtime due for the time spent 
gping' to their benches from toe 
time clock and: getting ready for 
work). 


The company appealed to the' 


U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
which decided Picard was wrong 
and that the men had no overtime 
coming; 


Then the union appealed to the 


highest court, the TJ. S. Supreme 
court, which did this: 


Like the Court of Appeals, it 


said Picard was wrong. That the 
men had not actually started pro- 
duction ahead of time. But— 
• 


Ask Picard to Figure Time 
It said the men should get some 


overtime for the time .spent in 
walking- into the plant to their 
benches, getting- ready for work; 
and so on. 


(This was where the portal to 


portal angle came in with a-bang). 


Then the Supreme court further 


told Picard to figure out exactly 
how much portal to portal pay the 
Mount . Clemens workers should 
get 


(To figure that out, Picard 


would-have to go all the v.-ay back:

This Supreme court decision was

Throw Out "Trifling" Cases 
Those suits now near 55,000,- 


000,000. Businessmen cried they'd 
be ruined if they had to hand out 
all that back pay. 


Congressmen talked of passing- a

today by John Foster Dulles, in- 
ternational affairs expert. 


Speaking before the mid-winter 


convention of the Inland Press as- 
sociation, the New York attorney 
•said that neither Soviet leader- 
ship nor the American people 
want: war. He warned, however, 
that "there is a risk that we may 
provoke war by a retreat which 
would cause SovietJeaders to push 
on recklessly."

•' "I believe," ;he declared, "that 
Soviet dynamism will keep within 
tolerable bounds; but that,will be 
because it comes up against some- 
thing that is vigorous, not be- 
cause it encounters mushiness ' 


In outlining- his six-point pro 


gram, Dulles said it would have 
as its objective the strengthening 
of pur heritage of American ideals 
to the point where ideals common 
ly-shared, and not deals secretly 
arrived at, might be the corner- 
stone of American foreign policy.

years. When I refei to his juris- 
diction, I don't mean that he had 
official powers to depose the filthy 
things who aoused the rank and 
file and betrayed the labor move- 
ment in Chicago. But he is a man 
of standing there and if he had 
made himself heard against such 
vermin ten or fifteen years , ago, 
reform might have been accom- 
plished from within and the people 
would not have found it necessary 
to impose the reforms from with- 
out. 


On this point, some of us will 


recall that when Roosevelt was 
running his first experiment in 
fascism, known as the jST.RA. old 
Hugh Johnson justified compul- 
sion over 90 per cent of the busi- 
ness and industry of the nation, 
which didn't deserve compulsion. 
Because the "chiseling ten per 
cent" would take advantage of 
any voluntary system and frus- 
trate the whole scheme I do not 
concede that only ten per cent of 
our unionism is unruHy and anti- 
social. I would say that not more 
than ten per cent is run wisely and 
conscientiously. Joe Moreschi, the 
president of the Hod-Carriers, one 
of the worst unions in all respects, 
claimed 500,000 members, or sub- 
jects, during the / war.

of percentages, but it is. or was. 
bigger than the Upholsterers', the 
Pattern Makers, photo-engravers.

New# Wheat Hits 
Highest Value in 


Nation's History 


Chicago, Feb. 10 — (AP) — 


Wheat lying dormant under win- 
ter winds and snows throughout 
the grain belt today had a higher 
monetary value for this time of 
year than ever before in the na- 
tion's history. 
, 


' While cash wheat has advanced 
to its peak for the past 27 yeais, 
grain men pointed out that an 
even more spectaculai contrast 
with the past was being made by 
"futures" contracts 
for delivery 


of wheat later this year. 


Gram for 
future 
delivery is 


dealt in on the Chicago Board of 
Trade and other exchanges. The 
winter crop which now is in thf 
ground waiting for tne first signs 
of spring to start greening up is 
represented m grain markets by 
July and September contracts., 


Value Goes Up 


Within the past three wepfcs, 


these contracts have advanced 
about 14 cents a bushel. whi<*h is 
equivalent 
to 
an 
increast 
of 


around S132.5SO.OOO in 'the \ alue 
of the new crop. This increase 
based upon the present outlook for 
a crop of 941.000.000 bushels. 


Obviously, a price upturn \\-hicti 


can add over one hundred million 
dollars to the potential farrr> in- 
come from one crop in 21 days is 
no petty advance.

Record Parity High 


Under present law, the Deoart- 


ment of Agriculture must support 
wheat prices at 90 per cent -of 
parity until Dec 31. 19-iS. It will 
do this through government leans. 
Parity is a theoietical price cal- 
culated to give a bushel of wheat 
the same purchasing power it had 
in 1909-14. 


Parity is now $1 90 a. bushel, the 


b'ghest it has ever been. The 
loan to farmers on ths ne^ crop 
will be based on tne July 1 par- 
ity. Although parity can decline 
before that date, it will dc so 
only if the prices of things farm- 
ers buy—from automobiles to fer- 
tilizer — come down first. 


This prospect of a high govern- 


ment support level is the major 
•factor, in maintaining new crop 
prices, traders believe. 
. July wheat is now selling around 
$1.89 a bushel and September 
around SI 85 a bushel en the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade.

History of School 


Originally established as a home 


for dependent:boys in 1901 the in- 
stitution has since become a train- 
ing school for- delinquent boys. 
They may be committed. to it if 
under 17 years of age, from three 
sources: 
the 
Chicago juvenile 


court, a Circuit court or by an 
Illinois county judge. 
' 


Consisting of 1,260 acres of land, 


14 cottages on the campus and 
several farms with some 550 boys 
and 350 employees on the grounds 
and its own service facilities, the 
school is operated like a small 
town.. Since it is a training school 
and not a penal institution the 
boy is usually." committed to the 
school after the community has 
failed in dealing .with him. The 
school's job is to help the boy 
solve his problems, train him and 
fit him to take his place again in 
society as a properly adjusted citi- 
zen.

When the boy .first enters the 


school he goes to the receiving 
cottage, where he remains about 
21 days while-taking various tests 
given. by the diagnostic clinic in 
an attempt to get as complete a.

He then comes up before 


the classification committee which 
examines 
the 
inf ormation v : and 


places the boy in the program and 
with the counselor, a trained so- 
cial service caseworker, best suit-, 
ed . to help him earn his ''blue 
slip" or parole. 


Classification System 


The school is not interested in 


what the boy has done 'but why 
he did it, for it considers the boys 
who come there as socially ill. 


The boys are classified in about 
five major groups: 1. The sltua- 
tibnal delinquent who does not 
havela long'past record of delin- 
quency but whose outbreak is'Uut 
result of some situation to which 
he was unable to adjust. 
2. The 


personality delinquent whose deep 
seated personality problems have 
made him a maladjusted member 
of society. 3. The pseudo-social 
misfit, or "gangster" who has no 
loyalties except to the gang and is 
apt to have little bravery outside 
the gang. 4. The anti-social boy. 
or" "lone wolf" who works alone, 
and does not feel the need of any 
help. , 5; The medical category 
which includes; those whose prob- 
lems are based on physical disabili-

well adjusted citizenship in the 
community. are a sense of social 
security and acceptance by the 
group, economic security and emo- 
tional security.

Roberts Sees Needs for 


Intensive Training of 
Our Defense Force

Senator, Wiley of 
Wisconsin, 


painting a terrifying picture of 
what could happen if an A-bomb 
wiped out the "Washington govern- 
•ment, wants to establish a stand- 
by system for the preservation of 
democracy by means of a "tele- 
vision" congress. 


He wants the states connected 


by a network which could sub- 
stitute for the physical assembly 
of the nation's leaders, pointing 
out that meetings would be too 
dangerous even if they were not 
actually killed at the outset. He 
also thinks all states should adopt 
the interim appointive system un- 
der which governors could fill va- 
cancies Immediately; if the leaders 
\vere killed, so Congress would al- 


ways' exist to check "any would- 
be-dictator-minded executive.1' 


Wiley, chairman of ,the senate 


judiciary committee, thinks his 
plan is needed to. supplement Pres- 
ident Truman's own ideas on the 
presidential succession. 


Look Into Future 


Since a desire to peer into the 


future is one of man's most per- 
sistent emotions, it's always in- 
teresting to follow the leads which 
such ideas suggest. 


First, what is the relative like- 


lihood of such a war? 


Although it is considered impo- 


lite these days to express doubt 
that the United Nations will work, 
some realists admit that .either 
communism will prove a false lure, 
the world will move far enough 
to the left politically to eliminate 
the sharpest differences between 
communism and western economic 
practices, or there will be war, 
sometime. 


If war does come, will it be 


sufficiently soon so that present 
plans for its conduct will not be- 
come obsolete? 


If' present world unrest results 


should produce a war its conduct, 
at least for the first years will 
bllow established practice, [f war 
develops, after the nations have 
spent 10, 15 or 20 years healing 
the wounds of, the last ont- and 


developing new weapons, it woul 
almost amount to a new cxperi 
cnce. 


Plans Not Sufficient 


About the only thing of whicl 


we can be sure is that the bes 
plans will hardly be suffieienl 
to preserve even a semblance' of 
democratic procedure in any fu 
ture war. (This Is not to suggesi 
that the attempt should not be 
made. The stronger the fight foi 
democracy before and during a 
war, the greater the possibility 
of a return to it afterward) 


During the recent war Britain 


prescribed what a farmer shoulc 
be able to produce, and was pre- 
pared too take his land awa\ 
from him and assign to it an ef- 
ficient producer if he failed. Thai 
is merely a mild reminder of what 
is almost sure to happen to every 
personal right in any future strug- 
gle. 


>Tee<l Good Training 


Such things point to.'.detailed 


control by the military of every 
national resource, human or ma- 
terial, in the next war. While the 
forms of operation through ci- 
vilian agencies may be 
main- 


tained, all the buttons /will, be 
pushed by the general staff, and 
.he country really will -lie in its 
lands. Since we',will be under ac-
